Musikal  Notes

Student  government  has  made  the 
transition  from  the  old  executive  council 
to  the  new,  as  smoothly  as  could  be  hoped. 
ASBYU  President  Paul  Gilbert  has  been 
the  oil  in  the  machinery  and  has  captured 
the  applause  of  the  advisors  and  Vice  Presi- 
dents. 

Gilbert  suggested  keeping  all  committees 
intact  and  functioning  until  the  end  of  the 
year  instead  of  everyone  quitting  just  after 
the  elections.  Then  he  moved  to  have  open- 
ings for  next  year’s  committees  made  known 
to  the  student  body  and  the  response  has 
been  “heart  warming.”  Hundreds  of  applica- 
tions were  filled  out  for  positions  in  class 
and  executive  government. 

Interviewing  has  been  handled  imparti- 
ally by  each  of  the  VP’s  and  presidents 
and  many  excellent  workers  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  sen'e  the  school  next  year 
because  of  Gilbert’s  “open  door”  policy. 

To  open  the  door  wider  Gilbert  is  mak- 
ing good  his  campaign  promise  and  inviting 
all  interested  students  to  visit  the  executive 
council  meetings.  Both  meetings  this  week 
will  be  rather  interesting  to  most  students. 

Today’s  meeting  will  be  the  debate  and 
approval  of  the  $100.0004-  budget  for  next 
year.  Jim  Sandberg,  the  past  VP  of  finance, 
put  in  many  extra  houre  to  make  copies  of 
the  48  page  budget  available  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  new  and  old  council  members. 
Reading  the  budget  is  reassuring  that  the 
money  is  being  allocated  carefully  and  wise- 
ly. 

In  Thursday’s  meeting  the  agenda  calls 
for  the  plans  each  of  the  vice  presidents  has 
in  mind  for  the  student  body  next  year. 

Making  both  these  meetings  open  to  the 
student  body  shows  the  confidence  Gilbert 
has  in  the  honesty  of  the  leaders  to  provide 
desired  activities  for  the  student  body. 

In  the  short  while  since  elections  Gilbert 
has  made  apparent  several  points  of  his

leadership  philosophy.  Besides  his  openness 
w’ith  the  press  and  the  students  he  has  also 
moved  to  have  as  many  capable  students 
involved  as  possible. 

Skillfully  Gilbert  discussed  many  desir- 
ous applicants  for  whom  there  were  no  more 
positions  and  they  were  recommended  to 
the  VP’s  for  other  executive  offices.  Work 
will  be  distributed  to  as  many  as  are  willing 
to  be  involved  in  student  government  next 
year. 

Another  apparent  belief  of  the  president 
is  his  direct  approach  policy.  An  error  ap- 
peared in  last  week’s  column.  Bob  Fitch  will 
not  be  the  head  of  the  Athletic  Board  and 
Gilbert  was  quick  to  call  editors  and  colum- 
nist to  correct  the  error.  The  president  will 
still  head  the  board  and'  the  VP  of  Athletics 
will  only  be  a member  of  the  board,  while 
aiding  the  president  in  choosing  the  other 
members. 

In  the  executive  meeting  last  week  Gil- 
bert also  stated  his  policy  concerning  “free 
tickets”  and  preferred  ticket  lists.  They 
“will  be  cut  to  a minimum”  and  it  will  take 
“a  mighty  good  rationale”  to  be  on  that  list. 
Taking  the  play  and  privilege  out  of  student 
government  will  apparently  be  another  pol- 
icy of  the  president. 

As  individuals  not  in  the  meetings  each 
of  the  executive  council  members  has  dem- 
onstrated himself  to  be  capable  of  enjoy- 
ment and  has  been  disproving  any  image 
of  being  “social  elite,”  or  socially  aloof. 

To  the  doubtfuls  of  student  government 
Gilbert  is  offering  an  invitation  to  take  part 
and  see.  Meetings  are  not  secret  and  the 
work  is  available  for  anyone  willing  to  par- 
ticipate. Experience  is  not  a necessary  pre- 
requisites. For  example,  several  of  the  elect- 
ed officers  have  had  no  previous  govern- 
ment leadership  experience. 

Visit  an  executive  council  meeting,  look 
over  the  budget  requests  and  approvals, 
meet  the  elected  leaders,  klaybe  doubts  will 
be  changed  to  involvement.

All  of 
them?  Yes,  all— and  they  were 
intended.  They  were  the  show  far 
more  than  the  dirt  that  lures  all 
seventeen-year-old  kids  to  the  box 
office. 

Go  see  “Blow  Up”  again  Gul- 
lick. And  this  time  make  an  at- 
tempt to  look  beyond  your  small 
prejudice  and  phony  indignation. 
I get  the  idea  that  you  protest 
too  much.

Secondly,  groups  have  social  power.  Individuals,  w4li 
rare  exceptions,  do  not.  Socialites  thrive  on  exclusiveness 
That  is  what  status  is.  Watch  carefully  the  groups  yottiA 
spend  time  with,  socialites  will  forgive  you  individual  frieiidl 
not  of  their  liking,  but  group  associations  are  what  maki 
reputations. 

Thirdly,  the  one  thing  that  must  be  mastered  at  al 
costs  is  the  look.  This  is  crucial — the  look  of  masterfu| 
bored  casualness.  Excitiment  should  be  saved  for  joke  telling) 

Fourthly,  maintain  an  air  of  idffused  arrogance  witt 
patches  of  humanness.  Everyone  hates  arrogance,  but  sub- 
consciously they  will  afford  you  respect  because  they 
conclude  that  you  must  have  something  to  be  arrogara 
about.  The  patches  of  humanness  will  allow  possible  reconj 
ciliation  with  the  people  who  dislike  arrogance  since  yo| 
can  take  advantage  of  their  propensity  for  giving  you  th( 
benefit  of  the  doubt. 

However,  the  problem  seems  to  be  that  the  kind  of  pe(^ 
pie  who  have  the  intelligence  and  discipline  to  master  cai^ 
pus  social  life  are  not  the  kind  of  people  who  need  or  wan1 
a social  life  badly  enough  to  master  it. 

Alas,  how  unfortunate  that  campus  social  life  is  doomed 
to  its  present  state  of  unrealized  potential — the  people  wh< 
could  master  it,  won’t,  and  the  people  who  have  a preoccupal 
tion  for  it,  can’t.
